the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  U.S.  Constitution.  The  state 
does  not  assume  the  function  of 
the  basic  sovereign  unit.  Nor 
does  the  nation,  the  city,  or  the 
county. 

Original  sovereignty  rests  with 
the  individual.  The  sovereignty 
of  the  state,  consequently,  is  lim- 
ited insomuch  as  it  must,  not 
only,  uphold  the  will  of  the  ma- 
jority, but  must  first,  uphold 
that  which  is  right. 

Faulty  Inerpretation 

The  faulty  interpretation 
which  the  South  makes  of  this 
fundamental  is  now  obvious. 
That  is,  the  will  of  the  majority 
always  right,  they  say,  and 
therefore  sovereign.  Of  course, 
this  is  not  true. 

The  two  quotations  which  the 
LeVars  took,  do  not  carry  the 
same  implication  that  they  seem 
to  have  attached  to  them.  The 
Negro  has  a place  and  the  white 
has  a place  here  on  earth.  It  is 
best  to  recognize  both  of  our 
positions.  The  positions  are  not 
positions  of  isolation. 

Neither  I nor  the  church  con- 
done inter-racial  marriage  with 
the  Negro;  however,  it  must  be 
understood  that  our  segregation, 
fundamentally,  applies  only  to 
the  highest  and  most  sacred  of 
covenants:  marriage  and  the 
priesthood,  which  are  inter-re- 
lated. 

Attended  Integrated  School 

You  must  understand  my  place 
also.  The  high  school  I attended 
was  integrated.  Not  only  did  I 
associate  with  Negros,  but  with 
Mexicans,  Indians,  and  Orien- 
tals, of  most  every  economic 
and  moral  background.  I am  not 
a Northern  white  ignorant  of 
Negros  and  race  problems. 

As  a group,  negros  are  no  better 
or  worse  than  the  whites  of  the 
same  economic  level. 

They  are  morally,  spiritually, 
and  socially  equal.  They  have  no 
more  or  less  native  intelligence 
than  the  whites,  nor  are  their 
hopes  and  aspirations  any  dif- 
ferent. 

Want  Same  Things 

They  want  the  same  things 
for  their  children,  economic  suc- 
cess, education,  and  happiness. 
In  other  words,  their  is  nothing 
which  separates  us  except  the 
color  of  their  skin  . . . 

The  economy  of  the  South  and 
the  Americ&n  Negro  have  been 
the  miscarriage  of  the  meddlings 
of  the  post-Civil  War  Republican 
Congress.  On  their  shoulders 
rests  the  blame.  On  our  shoul 
ders  rests  the  responsibility  to 
right  the  wrongs  existent  . . .
